T he stork w a s probably considered m ore 
sacred tha t a ny other bird except the ibis 
It w a s the type of filia l a tta ch m en t a m on g 
th&Xjreeks, th e R om a ns a nd th e H ebrew s, 
w ho believed th a t th e you n g repa id tho 
ca re of their pa rents by rem a in in g w ith 
them throug h life a nd a tten d in g them in 
old a g e. 
In H olla nd boxes are b uilt for 
the storks, a nd it is a fortu na te th in g for 
a household to ha ve the Ik» x occupied.

bored in T exa s w hich threw fine strea m s 
of w a ter, and the pioneer hole ha s been 
forg otten by a ll except a few old tim e 
frontiersm en w ho w ent on th is pea ceful 
m ission in to a coun try w hich w a s fa r from 
pea ceful, 
o w in g to 
the a n ticiviliza tio n 
cri ed of the roa m ing C om a nche India ns 
It wa s in 1857 th a t this a ttem p t wa s 
made, a s the U nited S ta tes g overnm ent 
th ou g h t it a dvisa ble to ha ve a w a ter sup 
ply for an a rm y post on the S ta ked pla ins 
A n ela bora te expedition w a s fitted o u t tin 
der C a pta in

A fter g o in g dow n 700 feet a nd 
fa ilin g to strike flow in g w a ter the schem e 
w a s a ba ndoned a nd th eexp ed it ion returned 
to the pla ce from w hich it ca m e.

“ T he m ost s ing u la r th ing I saw w h ile 
in P a r i s .” said a g e ntle m a n w ho has ju s t 
re tu rne d from E u rope, “ w a s artificial oy* 
t» rs 
I do n ’t m e a n w h a t are ca lled m ock 
o ysters — th a t is, meat, done u p in a pa tty 
or a potp ie— but the real bivalve intended 
to serve raw 
A nd as far as looks g o you 
w ould say a t a g la n ce tha t they w ere g e n u ­ 
ine A m erica n oysters, but w hen you ca m e 
*o eat one the difference w ould be percepti 
file at once 
How they a re m a de a nd w ha t 
m a teria ls a re used in their m a nu fa ctu re a rc 
a m ystery w hich I did not solve, but it is 
certa in tha t a g rea t dea l of m oney is m a de 
by the producers. 
The usua l price pa id 
for these a rtificia l oysters is 3 cen ts ea ch, 
or 30 cents a dozen, a nd som etim es, in 
the second cla ss resta ura nts, they are to 
be ha d for 2 cen ts ea ch, thoug h they a re 
not a pt to be very fresh at tha t price. You 
order a pla te on the ha lf shell, a nd w hen 
the w a iter b rin g s them to you they look 
a s nice a s the real oyster th a t you g et in 
the best N ew Y ork oyster house. 
If you 
are not a g ood ju d g e of oysters, you w ill 
ea t them w ith you r w in e a nd g o a w a y 
w ith o u t a sk in g a ny questions. 
“ T he on ly rea lly g en u in e th in g a bout 
them is the shells. 
The m a nufa cturers. 
I w a s sold, buy secondha nd shellH from 
the resta ura nt keepers at a sm a ll expense, 
a nd w ith a ha rm less a nd ta steless pa ste 
fa sten the sp u riou s oyster in its pla ce. 
O nly on e-ha lf a sh ell is used for the pur 
pose, a nd in th a t sha pe the fra ud oysters 
are pa cked in tiers in boxes a nd ba sket« , 
w hich a re displa yed in w indow s, on conn 
tcrs or on shelves. 
O thers, to bo served 
w ith ou t the shells, a re pu t up in ca ns or 
in g la ss ja rs, co n ta in in g from 25 to 100.
